A minor coufedntation 
between Faculty and students 
was avoided Friday, Oct. 2, 
when a special administrative 
meeting decided to relinquish 
the Faculty-Dining Room to 
students according to Student 
Senate requests. 

The negotiated surrender 
followed a decision Thursday by 
the Senate to peacefully enter 


and effectively integrate the 
Faculty-Dining Room. Wishing 
to avoid such action, the 


administration agreed with the 
Senate but also decided to 
construct another separate 
Faculty-Dining area, thus 
maintaining separation. 
Contacted for comment, Dean 
Powers would only say, “I 
think the students wanted 
action and we got it — for a 
while. So just cool it for now.” 
Students should be able to 
occupy the area by Oct. 
according to Bob DiNunzio.

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“CONCERNED” STUDENTS SPEAK OUT?

Fellow ‘students’, and I use 
the term loosely, this article 
started out to be an article on 
“The Generation Gap at BTCC”. 
But, it has instead become a 
survey of selected students and 
also a (derogatory) definition of 
“Techies”. The purpose behind 
the original article was: 1) select 
X number of students and ask 
the six questions of world, 
national, and local affairs, 2) 
select half of these answer sheets 
and call the parents of the 
students and ask them the same 
questions, and 3) compare these 
answers and write an article on 
whether or not there is a 
generation gap at Broome Tech. 

First, I will state the questions 
and give the survey “results.” 

1) What are your feelings on 
the Womans Lib Movement? 


Do they really need 
liberating? Do men need a 
liberation? 


2) What can be done about all 
pollution? What do you feel is 
(are) the major causes of 
pollution? 

3) What is your opinion of the 
Vietnam War? State any possible 
solutions or better ways to 
handle the war. 

4) What is your opinion on 
drugs? How does their presence 
on our campus affect you? (if at 
all) Do drugs really “‘expand the 
mind?” Do you think there 
might be a way to “expand the 
mind?’’ ; 

5) How do you feel about the 
“Urban Renewal” in the Triple 
Cities? Include comments on 
unsafe bridges. 

6) How democratic is the U.S. 
political primary system? Should 
the Electoral College be kept or 
replaced by direct popular vote? 
Do you feel the 18 to 21 year 


’ old should have the vote: a) in 


the U.S.A. and b) in N. Y. State? 
On Woman’s Lib: 23% agree 
with the cause, 31% partially 
and 46% disagree. 
However, 63% feel they need 
liberating, and 78% say men 


don’t. Assorted comments: ‘‘The 
Idea is beginning to go to 
extremes.’’ ‘‘Women_ need 
equality, not liberation.” “If 
women want what men have, 
change 
them men.” 
from what?” 
On pollution: 64% feel industry 
is the major cause of pollution, 
31% feel people,as a whole,cause 
pollution, and 5% feel private 
enterprises cause pollution. 
Possible solutions: Higher and 
stricter fines and penalties, more 
and stricter legislation, 
production of steam-turbine or 
electric cars, “Stop protesting 
about it and do something about 
it, NOW!” “It can be solved only 
by birth control anda 
zero-population growth. Right 
now we are treating only the 
symptoms of the disease.’’ 

Vietnam War: 46% of the 
students are. against the war 
(23% say instant withdrawal). 
31% are for the war and 23% are 
undecided. Some comments: 
“Useless and futile war.” 
“Human Life is above saving 
face.” “Let them (Vietnamese) 
make their own _ decisions!’ 
“Give the military the power, not

the civilians, to quickly end the © 


war.” “A necessary evil.” “It’s a 
U.S. obligation, but the methods 
used are wrong.” “The U-S. 
should accept the fact...that 
we are not God’s representative 
on earth for truth and virtue, 
and that democracy forced on a 
nation can have the same 
devastating effects as the worse 
form of communism.” 

Drugs: Classified in three 
groups: a) soft, marijuana — 45% 
yes, 25% no b) medium, 
non-addictive) — 8% yes, 33%

no. Comments: “18 year olds 
are too young.” “The 18 yr. old 
should be left to the states.” 


' “Able to fight — Able to vote.”

The Dean of Administration, Mr. Harvey Roehl, is our Who’s He 
character for the week. 

If you hear the Master Plan mentioned, the man who comes to 
your mind should be Dean Roehl. Dean Roehl works with the 
engineers, architects, legislators, and state university officials on our 
college expansion program. He has developed charts with upcoming 
enrollments he has forecasted. So far, Dean Roehl has come 
surprisingly close to his predictions. 

Dean Roehl said that the starting point of expansion begins with 
the students. What kind of students and how many there are, have to 
be taken into account. What type of facilities we need, also has to be 
looked into. 

The Executive Committee and STUFA are a couple groups that 
Dean Roehl is a participant of. There are a few people who report to 
him, such as, the Registrar, the Finance Officer, and the 
superintendent of the physical plant. 

Dean Roehl wanted to make it clear that the parking on the grass 
is only temporary. He said that there is much unpaved space that is 
unused. 

According to Dean Roehl, the county legislators set the amount 
of $2.3 million as the limit of expenditures on physical education 
facilities. In other words, the legislators aren’t knocking out the 
building of a swimming pool just because it is a swimming pool. 

The best men in their field developed the Master Plan, stated Dean 
Roehl. “These men have done an exceptional job in integrating the 
old buildings with the new,’ he added. The men are making 
maximum use of the available land. 

Dean Roehl received his bachelor and master’s degree in 
mechanical engineering at Cornell University. 

Prior to becoming Dean of Administration, Dean Roehl was an 
instructor for:three years in mechanical technology. He was the first 
full time night instructor.
